Louisville, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)— 
The citizens of Louisville and Johnson 
county are indignant over the recently 
published statements that the negro 
Charles Gibbons, who is in jail here 
under sentence of death, would have 
been hung in the town’s ball park and 
within a stone’s throw of residences 
had it not been for the intervention 
of the governor in granting the con- 
demned man a respite for two weeks.

The gal- 
lows is situated very near the edge 
of a creek swamp, and is in an unfre- 
quented, isolated spot, all overgrown 
with a mass of underbrush. And, in 
addition to such a hiding, the gallows 
is surrounded with a 16-foot plank 
wall. It is well nigh impossible to lo- 
cate a more suitable place and get the 
horrors attendant upon hanging re- 
moved from the town here and the 
public generally as has been done in 
this case. 

There is no loud protest so far as is 
heard as to the inhumanity of the pro- 


ceedings.
